8P O N G E 
4 p otatoes, sliced thin and cooked 
so ft in 
1 quart w ater 
J yeast' cake dissolved in 
% cup tepid water 
2 tab lesp oon s sugar 
4 cu p s sifted bread flour 
A bout 6 p. rn. cook the potatoes 
to a m ush, then beat to remove all 
lum ps. 
Cool, adding 
the 
sugar 
w hile hot. 
W hen th* potato liquid 
I* lu k ew arm beat in the dissolved 
yeast 
cake, then the sifted flour, 
w hich sh ould be slightly warm be­ 
fore m ixin g. 
Beat

sponge 
cake briskly, cover and let rise un­ 
til you can see hubbies seeping up 
through th© sponge.
